St. Michaels, J u ly 19.— W e h ave a t 
last landed all o u r cargo, but found 
m a n y d ra w b a c k s to c o nten d with. 
W e 
a n c h o r e d a b o u t two miles from th e 
b e a c h an d ran o u r lu m b e r ashore in 
rafts. 
I b u ilt th e ra f ts us 1 was t h e 
only one in th e p a rty whu had e x p e r ­ 
ience in t h a t line. 
1 did th e w ork well 
a n d if I had not we would h ave been 
ru in e d as upon one occasion it cam e on 
to blow and had t h e raft been 
poorly 
m a d e 
it would h a v e g o n e to pieces. 
T h e m a te ria l would have been lost an d 
t h e Dusty D iam ond (the s te a m e r of t h e 
company) would not h av e been built. 
A f te r g e tt i n g th e lu m b e r ash o re we 
b u ilt a scow to l ig h te r o u r provisions, 
m a c h in e r y and boiler ashore. 


W e began to build our 13rst raft on 
t h e m orn in g of th e Glorious F o u rth . 
I shall long r e m e m b e r 
the c ir c u m ­ 
stances an d will h ave m any th in gs to 
tell c o n c e rn in g t h e incidents of th e 
day when we shall again sit a b o u t o u r 
iireside e njoying th e re st and comforts 
we th in k we have earned. 


O u r last load (the boilers)

we began to unload.

L a s t y e a r th e r e was a 
short crop, b u t th e b est judges say t h a t 
this will be an a v e r a g e crop, com pared 
with th ose of th e last ten years. Young 
trees in many sections h ave come into 
b e a r in g this year, which will increase 
the crop. 


T h e season scarcely can be said to be 
open, for while t h e r e h ave been large 
s n ip m e n ts of Ivirly R iv e rs and Hales, 
producer* do not consider these v a ri­ 
eties 
w orth m e ntioning. 
T h e y are 
clingstones, a re 
hard to handle, and 
will rot while one is looking a t them. 
T ho u sa n d s of baskets a re being shipped 
along with la rg e q u a n titie s of melons,

Some of th e iigures shown by th e 
p ack ag e men a r e interesting. O n e firm 
has m ade an a v e r a g e of .'500,000 berry 
cra te s each y e a r for five years: 00,00*0 
bushel baskets and 2,000,000 fifth-bushel 
peach baskets, all for hom e use. In a d ­ 
dition 5,000.000 basket* were shipped to 
o th e r points. 
T h is one lirm employes 
1<>0 ha n d s and th e shop is in operation 
eleven m onths in t h e year.

Thcst* nien an? •‘ni:a”»'d in 
more perilous employnienl. if anything, 
than the funn«‘r. 
Thi'v climb nimbly 
up to the v»’i*y summit of tho huge tow* 
er.s, and tiien witliout ilinching proceed 
to de.scend the imdined cables. It makes 
the spectators below treiulih* ftir them, 
.so 
workmen have no fear, elst* tlu*y wmtld 
bfi unlitti’d for tln^ duty required of 
them. 
After sliding down thn c.ibb* a 
dozen fct t. they stop and turn around 
and face the t<»wers. Th«j men working 
the derrick slowly swing out to them 
thii end of a cablt* about threi* incln*s in 
diametxT. 
Another nuni ctirries out to 
them by means of a small hand pulley 
and ropi* a redlmt ban<l of steel, wliicli 
tho 
caldo workers seize with their 
pinchers and clasp around the large c:ibli* 
ou which they aro resting. Then while 
tho steel is still hut and nailleabli 
«mall cal le, with its end securcil in a 
thick biili of steel, is bre.ught into po>i- 
tion, and the end weldeil into tho red- 
hot steel band encircling th** main ca­ 
ble. 
The workmen pound and forge 
away, hammering, twi.sting ami b.*nd- 
ing the nu'tal belone it coids otV. 
The 
Widding must be done rapidly, aiul the 
workmen have no timo to stop aiul think 
of the dangerous position iu which they 
are placed. 
Probably the only supptirt 
they havt* comes from their legs, which 
they wind tightly around tho caule, as 
they .swing tiu ir a^-ms and upjMir part 
of tho body with violent exi*rtiou. 


When this cablo is forg»'d int«) its 
place, thoNvorkmen take a fi!W nmments 
of rest, and tlien slide down to tlui nt*xt 
joint, whi'ro tho same operati»»u is re- 
peatt'd. (Jablo after caldu is sittaehed iu 
this way until there is a regular tangle 
of steel work ami dan;.’Iing cables, look­ 
ing forali tho world like a spider’s web. 
I3ut there is c»rder in this coU).ssal sjnder 
web such as never existed in the hom*‘ 
of the insect that weaves the webs in 
our honu's and wood.s. 
(Jratlually one 
part of tho bridge alter another is lin- 
ished, and when the “ fal.se work” of 
scalVolds is removetl th»* structun» stands 
out inali the beauty u f its tinished state. 


Tho bridge builders naist not only be 
skilled in their work, but they must 
have thi* liardihoorl ami daring of the 
.«aib)r, for most of their work is per­ 
formed at an iiltitude higher than the 
topma.st of any sailing vessel. They la­ 
bor in all kinds of weather—wlien tliu 
sun is piiuring down its t«jrrid rays in 
Hiidsnmnier or when tho mercury regis­ 
ters zero in winter. 


To them their dizzy height is no more 
than the l."j or 20 feet are to the ordi- 
uary carpejiter or house painter. They 
-soldoni use ladders. They would be con­ 
stantly in tho way. 
If they want to 
reach a higher framework, they climb 
nimbly up tho steel works or jump 
lightly across from ono truss to another. 
A jump of threo feet from girder to 
girder is a conunouplaco occurrence to

With a feeling that my words will 
carry little weight with those who

Its 
Nnt sands, when approached from tho 
side of Kl-Kantaru, aro giant rocks, 
bnrned brown and red under the glow 
of the southern sun, standing out iu 
wild pinnacles from the gently undu­ 
lating surface. 
This is not tho desert 
that is ordinarily pictured by the mind 
—that ilîit, endless expanse which fades 
otT unmoved tind unbroken to tho limits 
of vision—but it is tho desert, nevertlie- 
less, just as much as tho mounlain 
sntjws of tho tar north aro u part of the 
great arctic‘‘.sea t)f ice. ” Beyond, how­ 
ever, is the great plain itself, its swell­ 
ing imdulatiims hardly relieving to tho 
eye thii appearance t)f absolute llatne.ss 
which the picture olYers.

imrp o’or which sho it.self in a double aspect, thiit of the Hat 
und sandy ])lain an»l that of tho r o c k y 
ritlgo or mountain, tho Hainmuda. It is 
the llammada that is more particularly 
dreailed by the caravans, for among 
their wind swept crags there are few 
oase.s and only the blowing .sands jiud 
a relentle.‘^s sun aro the companions of 
the foot.“ore i)ilgrim. 
In many parts of 
the Hat de.xert traveling is moderately 
ea.sy, for over long distances tho surface 
has bcconio coated into a hard, slimy 
—n solid Ini.-'cmint rock, ono may 
call it. 
Ab'Ug our route of travel there 
Wert; no .<and dunes of any magnitude, 
tho highest perhaps scarcely exc/“.'(l- 
ing 10 or 20 ftn*!, but 1 was infornud l>y 
the distinguished French expiiu'cr, iM. 
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The Scilly islands may very justly 
bo termetl llower islands, for a large 
part t)f their surface is given up to tho 
cuUivatitai of tbiwers, and tho great 
nmjority tif their pi*ople spend their 
lives in atten«ling to tho plants, from 
wliich all the wealth of the islands i.- 
drawn. 


The inhabitants havo had other occu- 
patitins bef»>rt) they settled down to 
flow’er growing. At one time they were 
wreckers, and at a later period they 
went into a njore b'gitiujato businc.ss 
and devoted themselves to tho raising of 
early potatoes. Then* was money to be 
nuulo out of thenj, anti the islands pros­ 
pered until prosperity boro its usual 
fruit in tho shape of competition. 
Tin 
Channel islanders took to growing pota­ 
toes, and the potato trade of the Scilly 
islands was killed. Thereupon the i.s- 
landers betook themselves to ilow'ei 
growing, giving tho greater part of 
their attention to the narcissi. 
In St. 
Mary’s alono nearly a quarter of the 
cultivated area of tho island is devotee 
to flowers.—Vouth’s Companion.

It is related that a young guard, hav­ 
ing neglected to pay the usual salute to 
a Spanish duke at the court of Madrid, 
excu.sed himsulf by saying that ho did 
not know thcolTended nobleman’s rank. 


“ My friend,” replied his grace, “ the 
safe rule is to assume that everybody in 
tho palace who looks like a monkey is a 
grandee of the first class. ’ ’ 


The truth is tho Spani.sh aro a thor­ 
oughly mongrel race, and their conceit 
of themselves amazes u.s. Their country 
ha.s probably been oftener ovt'rruii and 
conquered than any other territory of 
equal extent in Europe. 
Pho'iiician, 
Carthaginian, Hitman, N^vndal, Visigoth 
and Moor havo all successlully nuule it 
their .stamping grtuiiul, and tho etVt'ct 
of all this upon tho puro Castilian 
blood, whatever that nuvy be, is indeli­ 
bly stiuuped on every really Spanish 
face. 


But playing tho gentbnnan hns been 
called “ tho endemic di.sea.so of Spain,” 
and tho national vanity is sometlung 
grote.«quo. 
One of their hiHtt)rians seri­ 
ously advanced the theory that the first 
inhaLitants of tin» country 
“ arrived 
by air,” 
imiu‘ts>ed was ho by their 
supcrhuni.’in qnalitie.-'- that nothing sht^rt. 
of a descent from the sky coultl account 
for tlu'in. A stibseiiuent hi.storian, how­ 
ever, after a long and grave di.scussion 
of tho ({uestion. linally announced his 
opinion that “ they more probably came 
by land.” 


After thi.«5 we need not l)0 astonished 
thiit the Spanish claim to po.sse.ss tho 
oldest families in JCurope. Tho .‘surpris­ 
ing circumstar:co is that tho claim is 
not whtilly without ftumdation. 
Their 
amily names can in smne ca."cs be trac­ 
ed back to an incredibly remote perioil, 
though it mu.st not bo assumed that tho 
original Idood persists iu any purity. 


Probably tho most tuicieut fimiily in 
Spain i.s tho house of Pacheco, whoso 
estates aro not far from Carteia, now 
called Cartaya, in Andalusia. Plutarch 
tells us that when Cra.ssus ilcd fnmi 
[taly ho concealetl himself for eight 
months at Xinu*na, near Carteia, iu 
caves belt)nging to i\ Spanish gentleman 
named Paciceus. Cicero also nu'utions 
this generous Spaniard, and there caii 
[)o no doubt that ho was ono of the an­ 
cestors of the Pacheco fjimily, whose 
name is obviously derived from his and 
who still own the cave.s. This carried 
them back about 2,000 years, to a period 
antedating the ChristiiUi era, but it is 
[)ossiblo to trace the line much further. 
Tho nanuj is clearly of Phtunician origin, 
being ultimately derived from “patai- 
cni,” tho word by which tho Tyrians 
designated 
tho 
carved figurehead of 
their galleys. 


Tho identification is nmde more com­ 
plete by tho fact that tho Phamicians 
were tho founders of Carteia, us of Cad­ 
iz in tho sanu) province. That adds 
anoth«*r 1,000 j'cars or .so to tho Pacheco 
pedigree. 
Think of it—a landed estate 
remaining in tho 
possession of tho 
same family for ;},000 years! This is 
doubtles.s tho most wonderiul family 
treo in tho worhl and unusually well 
authentic*ated. The Pat;hecos may well 
bo pardtHied ftir taking pride iu it, 
though it roots in rather unsavtiry soil 
at last, for tho great (»riginal Pacheco 
was evidently a Tyrian freebooter. 


Names tlnit trace back to tho Cartha­ 
ginian occupation in tho time of Han­ 
nibal arti.ul.so ftjxtjid, and tho title of 
Hannibal’s own clan, Barca, is perpet­ 
uated by the Barcias and Garcias, well 
know’n families of Andalusia. There 
are also several nanuis of Homan ante- 
cedent.s, as Ptnico and Cane, in Latin 
Pontius and Ctuiius. A Spanish gentle­ 
man Ijearing tho latter name was a per­ 
sonal frientl of tho poet Martial, all of 
W’hich seems to bring antitiuity very 
near—in Spain. Tho fact of tho matter 
is she has never emerged from antiquity. 


Tho Spanish, however, aro inclined 
to look back to tho Goths as “ tho purest 
fountain of nobility.” 
This certainly 
seems a strange perversion of sentiment, 
for of all tho barbarians that came down 
from tho north to lay waste Uomau civ­ 
ilization with fire andsw'ord tho Goths, 
w’ith their cousins, tho Vandals, w'ore 
tho most irredeemably villainous. 


And these Goths were no extraordi­ 
nary heroes either, even in war. 
W’ith 
supino and braggart incompetency they 
lost to tho Moors in the eight months’ 
campaign a supremacy which it cost 
eight centuries of conflict to regain. 
Vet “ Gothic of Spain” is the pet phrase. 
To a rank outsider it would seem that 
the Basque families havo the most hon­ 
orable lineage, and their pedigrees run 
back to timo immemorial, though not 
easily traceable. The Bas(|ues repre.sent 
tho original population of the Spanish 
peninsula. Their .seat is the mountains 
of tho northern district, and in many 
ways remind us of tho Welsh. 
They 
have tho same simplicity of lifo, and 
tho same really justifiable pride of birth, 
for their blood is the purest in Spain, if 
that counts for anything. 
Liko the 
Welsh also, they havo to a considerable 
extent maintained their ancient lan­ 
guage, one of the strangest which sur­ 
vive upon the earth, bearing no resem­ 
blance to any other in Europe, 


Theso Basque families, for the most 
part, bear names w'hich appear to be 
geographical in their origin, as Ugarto, 
meaning “ between waters;” Zubia, 
“the bridge;” Ibarra, “ the valley”—a 
style which reminds us of our Aniorican 
Indians, although it is found more or 
less all over the world. 
The termina­ 
tion 
“ez, ” so common in Spanish 
names, is Basque, and signifies “ son,” 
as Perez, son of Peter, exactly like our 
own Fetersou.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
